Nor did the Spirit of God begin his firſt work 
at the Apoſtles Head; they received the word of 
eternal life in their heart, were quickened by the 
Spirit, believed in the Saviour, were the children 
of God, and followed their Lord and Maſter to his 
death. But it was after his reſurrection from the 
dead that “ he opened their underſtandings, that 
e they might underftand the Scriptures.” Late 
xxiv. 46. This is a bad aim, Tivorty, Thou 
ſhouldeſt have begun at the heart, and then have pro- 
ceeded to the anderſtanding, and at laſt have finiſhed 
at the feet.

no account of the forgiveneſs of ſins, of being 
brought nigh to God by the blood of Chriſt; no 
fear of death, nor dread of damnation, nor of per- 
fe& love caſting it out.
